Justice Raps 
Lawyers Over 
Amendment

WASHINGTON (AP)-Chief Jus. 


:ice Earl Warren 
has chided 


America's 
lawyers 
for 
their 


silence about three proposed con- 
stitutional .amendments. 
Warren's irritation is not sur- 


prising. Two of the amendments 
are aimed right at his court. 


"For the bar of America to be 


as inactive as it lias been in thjs 
situation," he said recently, "is 
almost an abdication of its respon- 
iibility to the public." 


As head of the Supreme Court, 


Warren did not take a position on 
the amendments, but he cleariy 
was concerned that,, with little or 
no debate^, 16 state legislatures 
iad approved at least one of the 
three amendments. 


If any amendment wins support 


from 34 states, Congress must call 
a national convention to accept or 
reject it. 


The 
proposed 
amendments 


would: 
1. Make it possible for the states 
to propose and ratify constitution 
a! amendments completely on 
Jieir ownl. 


2. Wipe out federal jurisdiction 


over the apportionment of seats 
in the state legislatures. 


3. Make it possible for certain 


decisions of the U.S. Supreme 
Court to be overruled by a states- 
controlled "Court of the Union," 


The first amendment generally 


would help the cause of states 
rights, but the other two, while 
also concerned with states rights, 
directly touch the heart of the 
Supreme Court. 


The amendment about legisla- 


tive apportionment, in fact, would 
reverse a historic decision of the 
court in March 1962. 


In the decision, the court ruled 


that citizens could seek relief in 
federal 
courts 
when 
unequal 


representation of state legislatures 
violated their constitutional rights. 
This was a blow to many rural- 
dominated legislatures that had 
refused to reapportlon themselves 
to meet population changes of the 
20th century. 


The proposed pmendment woulij 


say, first, that no provision of the 
Constitution can restrict the ap- 
portionment of a state legislature 
and, 
second, that the federal 


courts have no jurisdiction over 
any suit relating to the apportion- 
ment of state legislatures. 


Speaker Robert D. Hasse of the 


Wisconsin House says that nothing 
short of this amendment can stop 
the federal government from in- 
terfering in reapportionment — 
which he considers a basic right 
of the states. 


But Prof. Charles L. Black Jr. 


of Yale University Law School 
says "this proposal, if passed, 
would constitute the first dimjou- 
tion, since our history began, 


any federal constitutional guaran- 
tee of liberty, justice or equality." 


The board of governors of the 


American Bar Association, which 
opposes the other two amend- 
ments, has withheld action on this 
amendment. 


The amendment has been pro- 


posed by the legislatures of 12 
states: Arkansas, Idaho, Kansas, 


Missouri,, Montana, Nevada, Okla- 
homa, South Dakota, Texas, Wash- 
ington, Wyoming and — although 
its resolution is worded somewhat 
differently from the others—Utah. 


South Carolina will make the 


total 13 as soon as it completes 
some minor details on its resolu- 
tion. Nebraska would have made 
it 14 but Democratic Gov. Frank 


Morrison vetoed the proposal after 
the legislature voted for it. 


The 
"Codft 
of 
the 
Union" 


amendment is longer and some- 
what more complicated than the 
others. 


tinder this proposal, a "Court 


of the Union" would be made up 
of the chief justices of the 50 
states, but it would not be active 
all the time. The court would be 
convened upon request of the 
legislatures of any five states 
without a common boundary. 


The Court of the Union would 


have only one function, It would 
decide whether a particular de- 
cision of the U.S. Supreme Court 
was constitutional. 


But the Court of the Union 


would not have complete jurisdic- 
tion over Supreme Court deci- 
sions. The Court of the Union 
could rule only when the decision 
involved powers of the states or 
the people. If the Supreme Court 
made 
a ruling about war or 


foreign 
commerce 
or 
coining 


money or any other power re- 
served to the federal government, 
The Court of the Union could not 
decide whether the ruling was 
constitutional. 


The agreement of 26 Justices on 


the Court of the Union would be 


needed to reverse a decision 
the Supreme Court. 


flep. Warren L. Wood of the 


Illinois Mous e says this amend- 
ment represents the first and only 
attempt to do something about the 
drift of state power to Washington 
instead of just talking about it. 


Wood 
says 
the 
amendment 


would help make the Constitution 
work as it did "when the 
States grew to be the greatest na- 
tion on earth." 


But 
Prof. 
Black 
says 
this 


amendment would destroy "the 
pbwerful and life-giving idea that 
our Constitution is law, and that 
its character as national law can 
only be upheld by giving its final 
interpretation into the hands of a 
national judiciary." 


The American Bar Association's 


board of governors—too long silen 
in Chief Justice Warren's view- 
decided last week to announce its 
disapproval of this amendment be- 
cause it was "inconsistent with 
the constitutional concept of our 
court system." 


The amendment has been ap- 


proved by four states: Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida and Wyoming. 
South Carolina will make it five 
as soon as it completes s

Kennedy and 
Court Press 
Segregation

WASHINGTON (AP) - Racial 


segregation in the South is being 
smashed in a triple squeeze by 
the Supreme Court,, the Kennedy 
administration and Negroes them- 
selves demonstrating against dis- 
crimination. 


The court Monday dealt a dead- 


ly blow to exclusion of Negroes 
from parks,, playgrounds or other 
public facilities. And it clearly 
showed it is getting tougher about 
delays in desegregating 
public 


schools. 


Only a week ago the court 


banned any attempt to exclude 
Negroes from places catering to 
the public—like restaurants or de- 
partment stores—when the exclu- 
sion is imposed by state or city 
law or official orders. 


The court has not yet ruled on 


whether proprietors of places ca- 
tering to the public can—on their 
own and without compulsion from 
laws or officials—keep Negroes 
out.

Monday the Supreme Court put 


the. finishing touches on Gov. Wal- 
lace's appeal to prevent Kennedy 
E.rom. using troop? in Alabama. 
The court unanimously rejected 
nis request. 


The court's ban on segregation 


in public. facilities—written 
by 


Justice Arthur J. Goldberg—was 
as tough as anything the court 
has said on the racial issue since 
it banned public school segrega- 
tion in 1954. 


The. case happened to involve 


Memphis parks and playgrounds 
and swimming pools. But it ap- 
plies equally to all cities. Mem- 
phis has desegregated only some 
of its facilities. 


It wanted to wait until 1071 to 


desegregate them all. The court 
said: Do it now. Memphis had ar- 
gued that desegregating all the 
facilities at once might cause ra- 
cial strife and riots. 
, The cQurt said that argument 
isn't good enough. It said "the 
compelling answer to this conten- 
tion is that constitutional rights 
may not be denied simply because 
of hostility to their assertion or 
exercise." 


The Supreme Court had pre- 


viously declared: "Law and order 
are not to be preserved by de- 
priving Negro children of their 
constitutional rights." 


And, the court said in effect, 


a city can't postpone desegrega- 
tion of parks and playgrounds 
with the argument that Negroes 
have enough of these facilities to 
meet their needs.

And Frank Cantrell, executive 


'ice president of the Arkansas 
Chamber of Commerce, considers 
hem good because they give jobs 
o those who would not otherwise 
lave them. 


Bill Laney, new state labor com- 


missioner, says he opposes any in- 
lustry which would exploit the 
people, but he doesn't think there 
s much. What exists, he says, 
eventually may be unionized. 


Ellison says he can't see any- 


:hing good about a plant "that 
sets up potential welfare clients 
'or years to come." He contends 
hat plants employing men at the 
minimum wage are only contrib- 
iting to depressing the economy. 


And those employing large num. 


bers of women at the minimum 
wage lead to uneducated children 
and lower pay for men, Ellison 
contends. 


The reason for this, he says,, is 


because . a husband and wife to- 
gelhei' making $80 to $100 a week 
can support their family and the 
man is not likely to seek better 
conditions or leave the low-paying 
small town. 


"Is $1'.15 an 
hour better than 


nothing" he asks. "I suppose so. 
But how can that woman working 
all day for $45 a week contribute 
:o the community How can she 
ake part.in church or P-T-A" 


He says one reason Arkansas is 


not getting p l a n t s employing 
skilled workers is because there 
are few skilled workers left. "And 
you can't raise children on $1.15 
an hour. If a woman is paid that, 
a man is deprived of a job that 
might pay more." 


Smith, the AIDC official, sees it 


differently. The minimum wage 
plant stabilizes the population, he 
says, by giving the wife a job and 
enabling the family to stay in the 
small town. 


Then another plant may move 


in to employ men at a higher 
wage rate, he said. 


The AIDC rejects plants that 


want too much from the state or 
community or that do not have 
growth potential. 


"The first thing we look for in 


a plant," Smith says, "is whether 
it is going to grow and contribute 
to the community. If it isn't, we 
don't ne'ed1 it." 


Ca»itrell say's that since. ArkanL 


sas has not Had much industry, 
it has trouble getting high-paying 
plants. "But we are better 
off 


with the jobs than without," he 
said. "And industry will snow- 
ball." 


He cites the garment plant as 


a low-paying industry that has 
important immediate e f f e c t s 
"These plants are not intended to 
support the community," he said, 
"The women they hire are sup 
plementing the ihcome." 


Garment plants operate on a re! 


atively low capital investment am 
on a low profit margin, he said 
Such a plant in Arkansas must 
ship its goods to the New York 
market. When the plant is so far 
from the market, the only way 
to compete is to get cheaper laboi 
or see the profits collapse, he said 


Ellison says that's the reason 


the plants come — because cheap

France, Charles de Gaulle runs 
his government with the steady, 
well organized routine of a gen- 
eral staff officer. ,

channels on regular 
schedule. 


There arc no breathless post-mid- 
night sessions, no hectic excite- 
ment. 


When the president goes to bed, 


the story goes, the Elysee Place 
staff must not disturb him except 
in case of world war—and the ac- 
cent is on the adjective. 


Two aspects of DC Gaulle's 


working methods betray the 72- 
year-old president as a man of 
another generation: he uses the 
telephone as little as possible, and 
he. does not dictate streams of let- 
ters or memos. 


A lot of .mail pours-into the El- 


yteee 
1 Pal'ace and De Gaulle read's 


a surprisingly large amount of it. 


He writes his comment on, the 


margin, or below the body of the 
letter,, and his instructions as to 
how it should be 
1 answelred. 


For speeches or major 
state- 


ments De Gaulle writes the text 
himself in longhand, frequently re- 
vising. De Gaulle's handwriting is 
so1 illegible that he then dictates 
the text to a secretary. When this 
is; typed, the president usually 
makes further revisions, and this 
all has to be typed again. 


This virtually is the only time 


that De Gaulle consents to dic- 
tate to a secretary. 


The keynote of the Elysee Pal- 


ace routine is to organize time 
so; as to conserve the general's 
energies.

market observed today the first 
anniversary of its second worst 
crash of the century with many 
issues—but far from all—having 
recovered the ground lost then. 


But it faces many uncertainties 


and there is little sign yet that it 
has regained the full confidence of 
the public with a few dollars to 
invest, or with a few to risk on a

profit.

thte stock market! centers on the 
performance of popular stock av- 
erages.

Most set 
their previous highs in December 


^1961 or January 1962. They had 


been in a long slide before the 
May crash.

Last fall more than 10,000 refu- 


gees from Red China crossed into 
Hong Kong and the nearby Portu- 
guese colony of Macao every 
month.

dropped to 2,000. 


In North Viet Nam and Chi- 


nese-ruled Tibet the flight of ref- 
ugees has all but stopped. 


There are no accurate estimates 


of the number killed or injured 
while trying to escape. About 50 
persons have lost their lives try- 
ing to flee to West Berlin since 
the wall was built. Some were 
shot. Others drowned while trying 
to swim canals or lakes. A few 
died jumping off buildings. 


Communist military power, how-
